Since our last report of the monetary affairs of the metropolis, 
the rate of discount has remained about the same ; perhaps a 
shade lower. From seven to twelve per cent. is now a fair quo- 
tation. Money may be quoted as decidedly more easy ; and this 
too in the face of all the political uncertainties which make our 
condition unsettled Capitalists have become tired of waiting 
for better opportunities to invest ; and, in addition to this, money 
from distant places tias been brought here by the comparatively 
high rate offered for its use. The Banks are now in the situation 
in whieh they will be, on the 1st proximo, when their quarterly 
returns must be handed to the Comptroller; and we need not look 
for any farther contraction on their part for some time to come, 
unless political troubles should so increase in number and magni- 
tude, as to threaten their vrey existence. Such a result we not 
only do not expect, but we do not believe that it is remotely 
probable or hardly possible. 

The barometer so often consulted, but which as often “ tends 
to bewilder ’—the Stock market—has been kept in a singularly 
fluctuating state by the amount of capital locked up, and the in- 
terest felt in the result. of the controversy on the Erie Railroad 
question, as it is termed. While such causes are operating, it is 
useless to attempt to explain the present, or prophesy the future 
changesin price. This controversy has not been terminated; and 
we do not see when it will be, unless each party withdraws from: 
what they consider their extreme rights, and a compromise is 


| Business, in every branch connected with extended commerce, 


has received a severe check by these recurrences of troubles. 
Were the worst ready to come, where would be our prospects, 


where our commerce? Such thonghts as these have at ‘ast 
seemed to come to the minds of some of the Hotspurs at Wash- 


ington, and have calmed their zeal for conflict. 

Mexico is torn by internal conflicts. Impoverished by a suc- 
cession of civil wars, there is but little danger of any serious de- 
monstration on their part towards this country. Our supposition 
is, that we shall be called upon to indemnify Mexico for the loss 
of honor, aud of a (to them) worthless province, by a payment 
of some $10,000,000 or $15,000,000. 

The news from England by the Hibernia is of great importance, 
and is as surprising as it is important. The restoration of the 
Peel ministry, after the ineffectual attempt of Lord John Russell 
to organize a cabinet, must give it great strength before the 
country, to enable it to carry all its measures before Parliament. 
Some modification of the Corn Laws must necessarily result, and 
any reduction of Corn duties must have a favorable effect on the 
commercial and monetary relations of this country and Great 
Britain. The tone of the British press is, on the whole, decidedly 
pacific; and the bluster of the Washington Union and the bel- 
ligerent language of the President’s message, if not viewed with 
silent contempt, at least, finds no response on the other side of 
the water. This tends to restore confidence in our monetary cir- 
cles; and in proportion as the prospect of a conflict with the first 
maritime power of the age diminishes, that confidence will in- 
crease. The cloud that has arisen in our Mexican relations, is 
not of much account; and, if not, dissipated by its own internal 
conflicts, will soon be dispersed by prompt action on the part of 
our government. It is evident that the hostility of Mexico is not 
backed up by any European powers, and will not be, however 
desirous some of them might be to impede our march of empire 
or curtail our prosperity. On the whole, therefore, we think that 
we may now look forward to a pacific adjustment of our foreign 
relations, and the enjoyment of a long period of prosperity and 
peace, which our enterprising and energetic people will not fail 
to improve to the utmost. 

Whether we look, therefore, at our foreign relations, or our own 
domestic condition, we cannot suppose that the prosperity of the 
best inf@rests of the country will be seriously retarded. The 
daily sales of real estate, and the ease with which good bills and 
mortgages can be negotiated, all show that money is abundant, 
|And that there is among moneyed men and moneyed institutions 
a strong confidence that the supply of money for all legitimate 
purposes, will be abundant; and on good securities, the rates

Since the organization of the State government, there have been 67 Banking 
institutions in existence ; 13 were chartered under the Territorial government, 
7 by the State Legislature, and 49 were organized under the Genera! Banking 
Law. By anact of 1842, the corporate rights and privileges of 47 of the ‘ Wild 
Cat’ Banks were annulled, and by an act of the same date the acts incorporating 
all the Chartered Banks then in operation, excepting the Bank of St. Clair, the 
Bank of River Raisin, and the Farmers and Mechanics’ Bank of Michigar, were 
expressly and by name repealed, reserving, however, to five of them, the right 
to retain their corporate powers upon certain specific terms. 

The Oakland County Bank has availed itself of this right, and is now in op- 
eration. Of the Banks above named, which were not embraced in the repeal- 
ing act before mentioned, the Bank of St. Clair has ceased to do business. The 
Michigan State Bank and the Bank of Michigan, it is understood, still claim a 
corporate existence, notwithstanding the repeal of their charters, by the act

The estimates of the probable receipts imto and demands upon the Treasury, 
for the current year, show that the receipts will, as in the past year, after meet-| 
ing the ordmary expenses of Government, and paying a year’s interest on the 
present funded debt, probably leave a balance in the Treasury. 

The estimates afford also to the citizens of Maryland, satisfactory evidence| 
that the efforts to sustain the honor and credit of the State, have not been vain, 
and give assurance that ere long she will be in a condition regularly to meet 
all claims on her Treasury. 

The Sinking Fund has been in active operation during the year, having in 
that period absorbed $134,27% 32 of the public debt, demonstrating its ability, 
if carefully cherished, to redeem the several loans of the State as they respect- 
ively become due. 

The Treasury has received essential aid in the past year, from several Inter- 
nal Improvement companies. They have developed and brought into use inval- 
uable treasures in the State, which, but for them, would have remained dor- 
mant and useless ; and they have dr.wn into the State the productions and trade 
of fertile regions of other States, which, without them, would have found their 
way to other markets.
